A Praoratrrorn begged to ask the engineer, whether it was intended to 
make any alteration in the estimates for the making of the viaduct at the 
commencement of the work ? 

Mr. Brarrawarre replied, that the only alteration he had made in 
them was a reduction in the amount of the estimates. 

Mr. Tuomas Prentice, of Stowmarket, moved the adoption of the 
report.

MINES IN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Six,—I have read with much pleasure the communications of your cor- 
respondent ‘“ E. B.,’’ on the mode of working mines in Ireland. The 
series of papers he has commenced must be considered very interesting, as 
throwing light on the mineral deposits and manner of conducting mining 
operations in the sister isle; and, although neither may differ very much 
from what we see in this country, it is not the less important that what- 
ever peculiarities do exist, should be clearly pointed out and well under- 
stood. 

The mineral wealth of Ireland has long been neglected, but, in spite of 
this neglect, it is now beginning to develop itself in such a manner as 
strongly to engage the attention of the capitalists of this country. From 
this new source of employment of national wealth and prosperity, now 
found to exist in her own soil, we may anticipate the happiest results, in 
ameliorating the wretchedness of a destitute but industrious population. 
It is well known, that even in the most productive and most profitable 
mines, a very large proportion of the gross returns are expended in the 
actual labour required to raise the mineral produce, to render it market- 
able, and to provide the requisite materials and machinery for these pur- 
poses. But the employment furnished by mining operations does not cease 
here; far from being confined to the mere mining population, its ramifi- 
cations give activity to other classes, neither less numerous or less impor- 
tant. The subsequent transport and smelting processes furnish a fresh 
demand for labour, while the final process of manufacture, by which the 
metal is converted into objects of utility, furnishes again a new and exten- 
tive source of employment to the labouring classes. The source of all 
this varied industry, Ireland, is now found to possess among her wilds and 
mountains, in quantities far beyond what was formerly supposed, and in 
the full development of this advantage (as yet very partially realised) 
meat and substantial benefit may be obtained in the quarter most needed 
~employment for a starving peasantry. 

Referring to the letters of your correspondent, I shall feel much plea- 
ware in shortly furnishing you with a somewhat similar account of the

S1x,—The impartial manner in which your Journal has, from its com- 
mencement, been conducted, and the readiness with which on all occasions 
you have been the first to support rigA/, and suppress wrong, assures me 
you will readily insert a few observations I have been induced to make on 
a paragraph which appeared in your paper of Saturday last, respecting 
the late general meeting of the Sunderland ship-owners, “ to take into 
consideration a letter received from the secretary of the coal trade, which 
announces it to be the intention of the coal-owners to raise the price of 
the best coals 2s. per chaldron, from the Ist of next month." 

The Times of to-day also contains some remarks made by the Lord 
Mayor deprecatory of the above measure, in which his lordship expresses 
his willingness to convene a public meeting in the Guildhall, for the 
purpose of considering the best means to counteract and nullify the 
coalition of the coal proprietors. 

The consumption of coal, it is true, has increased to an unprecedented 
extent, not only as concerns the out-ports, the internal and export trade, 
but as connected with the port of London; the importation of this year 
to the 31st of last month having exceeded the preceding year to the same 
time by 112,760 tons, notwithstanding that the preceding year exceeded 
the one before by 220,127 tons. 

Now with this immense increase, the profits of the coal proprietors 
have also increased in a corresponding degree, and, although I in your 
columns have often advocated their cause so long as I thought it a just 
one, I do not see at the present moment that they are justified in taking 
advantage of the great demand to —— the public to pay more for an 
article that is at the present moment yielding them a fair and remunerating 
profit. 

Interested deeply in the prosperity of the coal trade of the metropolis, 
I look upon the measure ap ae by the coal proprietors with some de- 
gree of apprehension. The depreciated prices of the years 1833-4, have 
dissatisfied the public with the advances of subsequent ones, and have in 
each successive year had the effect of still further injuring the merchant. 

Many revolutions bave taken place in the trade in other ways, and 
those who have a large stake in it will, I am sure, fully concur with me, 
that its profits have been on a diminishing scale for a considerable period 
past. 

It is very true we cannot do without the proprietors, and they know it ; 
they are also aware of the great difficulty, almost amounting to impossi- 
bility, of organising any opposition that might counteract their advances 
of price. 

The trade here is subject to certain regulations, without submitting to 
which, the collieries refuse to load coals ; and as they are always inserted 
in the charter of every ship, operate invariably to keep the supply pro- 
portionate with the existing demand ; for instance, if the price be 21s., 
40 ships only are sold; 21s. Sd, or 2is. Gd., 50 ditto; 21s. 9d. or 22s., 
60 ditto ; 228. 3d., 70 ditto; and so on, in proportionsto the increased 
price obtained, and this without reference to the number arrived in Lon- 
don; so that 400 ships may be here, and 40 (if the price be unfavourable) 
only be offered in the market. 

So long as the price remained at a fair and remunerating ratio, as far 
as the coal-owner was concerned, this state of things (tending to obviate 
sudden changes and fluctuations, prejudicial alike to all,) could not but 
meet with the cordial support of all parties who were connected with, and 
interested in the prosperity of the trade; but, when taking advantage of 
their power—a power chiefly, if not entirely, given them by the foregoing 
regulations, they advance their prices generally from 1s. to 28. per New- 
castle chaldron, measures ought to be considered to counteract, as far as 
possible, their injurious tendency. 

Any violation of the existing stipulations as regards the entry of a ship 
for sale which may exceed (according to the then stipulated quantity) the 
estimated number, is reported to the committee of the coal-owners, and 
the ship on a future occasion thrown out of the trade altogether for a 
certain and definite period. Thus it appears the owners have the wil/, as 
well as the power, to punish the infringement of thew regulations. 

If a merchant has a cargo of coals freighted from the north, which he 
is desirous to work as early as possible, unless he works ber with a meter 
of his own (a course often unsatisfactory to his customers, and in some 
cases impossible for him to adopt,) she is compelled to wait ber turn for

JOINT STOCK BANKS, 

The secret committee appointed to inquire into the tion of joint 
stock banks have made their report. They say the » evidence they 
have already received, ** has proved not only the expediency, but the 
urgent necessity, of having tuatituted a close and searching examination, 
into the laws which regulate joint stock banks, the princlplee on which 
those establishments are conducted, and the consequences to whieh 
lead."’ A secret circular was sent to each com many, which, after some 
objections from a few, was amply replied to, and the fullest in 
was given; a proof, say the commiasioners, of the sound pr on 
which these banks are conducted, and of the fidelity of the managers, 
The evidence was submitted to each witness except in the case of the 
Norwich and Norfolk Bank. “ That case,"’ they say, “ Ulusteates moat 
forcibly the evils consequent upon a misapplication of the principles of 
joint stock banking, and the danger resulting from mismanagement and 
irregularity.’’ But it is not a common case, The evidence shows that 
banks of the joint stock kind are extending daily, and absorbing the pri- 
vate banks. The proprietors generally retain the power to appoint di. 
rectors and make laws and regulations, Advancing money on real 
security is not forbidden; the purchase of land is sometimes permitted 
and sometimes not, Advances on mining concerns are forbidden 5 
advances on foreign stock are sometimes permitted and sometimes for- 
bidden. The companies are allowed to purchase their own shares, 
Secrecy as to the accounta of customers is always insisted on and 
secured by declaration on oath, Sometimes auditors are appointed to 
inspect and report on the accounts; sometimes a balance-sheet ja periodi- 
cally required ; provision is made for dixeolution of the company in case 
of loss, or voluntary agreement ; a surplus fund is made to meet this lose, 
There is no uniform principle on which these deeds of partuership are 
drawn up; and certain of (heir provisions are considered highly injurious, 
There are thirteen questions connected with the present state of the law 
to which the report valle the serious attention of the Legislature, While 
the Bank of England circulation and the ecirenlation of private banks ie 
slightly decreasing, within the last three years the circulation of the joint 
stock banks has inercased from 1,515,001/, to 4,588,064/. The com.

We most certainly never contemplated that we could please all 
parties, and, therefore, are not surprised to find, from a report, 
signed by Mr. Geonae Annorrt, on the proceedings of a certain 
mine in Cornwall (transmitted to us for publication, but which 
we must beg leave to decline giving), that the writer should in. 
dulge in strictures which, being blended with the report on the 
workings of the mine, are certainly uncalled for, although not 
surprising in themselves 
The exposition which we have been called upon occasionally to 
make, while our columns have ever been open to correspondents 
when a negative could be given to any assertion made, has, it 
appears, aroused the ire of this gentleman; and although we de- 
cline inserting his report, we will do him the justice of quoting the 
remarks with which we are associated. Mr. Annorr then tells 
us that “ the day for anticipation” has not gone by, although an 
observation to such effect was “ very injudiciously, inasmuch as 
it must have been thoughtlessly, made by the Editor of the 
Minine Jounnat, who is doing,” says this sapient gentleman, 
* much injury by his partial and one-sided remarks. He is con. 
nected with some mines, and appears desirous to crush all but 
those in his own connexion and interest.” Now, a reference to 
the columns of the Minino Journat will, we think, satisfy our 
readers of the impartiality which has been ever observed in furnish 
ing reports, and of our ever having excluded any remarks or opi- 
nions on adventures which were not before the public. If that— 
because we exclude the reports of Companies unknown, but to 
which we may have occasion in our present number to advert—if 
that we will not lend our columns to reports, the object in framing 
which must be clearly apparent to the impartial reader — and 
if that we exclude all paid paragraphs, except as advertisements 
we must most certainly plead guilty to the charge of being 
** partial and one-sided.” 
The very circumstance, however, of the exclusion, on all occa. 
sions, of comments on concerns in which we may be interested, 
and avoiding any connexion, as we have done, with those under- 
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takings which do not appear to us to possess value in themselves, 
may draw down on us the anger of gentlemen who, as projectors

that course. 

However, we must here leave the subject, by observing that the 
remarks and opinions of Mr. Georce Anporrt are, to use his 
own language, mixed up with “a degree of impertinent flippancy,” 
equally as “ shallow” as his mines, without possessing the “ pos- 
sible symptoms and indications to justify the most sanguine anti- 
cipations” of improvement, which he so confidently calculates 
upon in those concerns in which he is interested, but of which 
we cannot help saying there seems to be little to be apprehended, 
80 far as regards the lucubrations of his pen. 

That the Mininc Journac might, with its influence (ascribable 
alone to its impartiality, and the high stand it has taken with the 
Mining interests), materially enhance the property which immediate 
friends possess is quite clear, while we trust it neither requires any 
observation or assurance on our part to instil into the minds of the 
public that no advantage is taken where information is possessed 
—while a connexion with the Mining interests must ever be con- 
sidered as one of the best tests of the sincerity and ability of those 
who undertake the management of a publication like that of the 
MininG JourNAL. Our correspondent, although an Assorrt, 
is evidently no Pores, for he is not infallible. 

We regret, on the part of Mr. Ansnort, that the “ Pike adven- 
ture” (we do not refer to the “‘ West Cork,” but the Pensylvania 
concern,) the “Towedteague,” the “‘Trevorgus,” and others, should 
not have succeeded; it was not Mr. Apport’s fault, we are ready 
to acknowledge, and most certainly blame must not be thrown on 
us. It was alone the fault of the public, who would not take 
the shares; whether they were right or wrong in so doing, time 
alone can prove; and what may be the result of the present en- 
terprises, in which Mr. Apsorr is concerned, is a matter in which 
the adventurers, and not us, are most interested. 





For the information of our readers, we are induced to make the

It is to periodicals possessing the advantages of local experience 
and information that we wpuld look for correct intelligence ; and 
it is from such we would willingly collect ‘* Mining Intelligence ” 
for our readers; but to extract, except, as in the present instance, 
with the view of exposure; would be to render the columns of the 
MINING JouRNAL a mere re-echo of representations on which we 
feel assured no reliance can be placed. 

The time, we feel assured, however, is near at hand, when a 
distinction will be drawn; and when those Mining properties 
having a claim to the notice of the capitalist will receive the atten- 
tion their merits demand; while those with “ expectations” and 
“ indications,” alone existing in the brains of the projector and 
speculator, will be separated, and thrown aside as worthless.

The subject of Scrip Companies, to which we adverted in an 
earlier number, we now resume, with the desire to consider fairly 
the position in which the holders of shares are placed, as well as 
the Directors, and the responsibility of both parties, with its rela- 
tive advantages to the course formerly pursued in Cornwall. 

The article to which we then referred, very properly and fairly 
describes the nature of the Scrip System as one which affords 
facility in transfer—evades the stamp duties, and, indeed, may be 
said also to evade responsibility beyond the actual amount paid— 
while the Scrip is the only document regarded in the transfer or 
possessed as security, not being recorded or registered in any of 
the books of the Company. It is also true, we must admit, that 
as the name of the Adventurer is not registered in the Cost Book, 
it too frequently happens that he is precluded from having re 
ference to it to check the expenditure on the Mine, or to know the 
position in which he stands between the intervals of the prescribed 
pblic meetings of the Company, where alone are the Directors 
bound to give reports. ‘True also is it, that in some instances the 
Directors (and those paid ones, be it observed) are some of the 
individuals instrumental and interested in setting the mine tw 
work, but is it not with the Scripholder to inquire who are the 
parties to whom he is going to confide the expenditure of his 
money?

That the Diree- 
tors engage in “ their own names only,” is, we think, about one 
of the best securities the holders of Scrip can have, that the capi 
tal expended will not be greater than that they have in hand; and 
if further they deviate, which we believe is the case in almost every 
instance, from a course pursued too generally in Cornwall, that d 
supplying the Mines with materials, and fixing the prices as wel 
as giving the orders, and passing thoir own accounts—we mut 
confess, we think the advantage in this respect to be in favour @ 
the Serip System. 

It is a subject, however, on which so much may and can be said, 
that until we shall dispassionately have considered the article be 
fore us, we will not profess to offer an opinion, which, however, 
we shall not m the end hesitate in doing, and which, we believé, 
will be found to be fully borne out by the evidence we shal! adduct 
in support of our arguments in treating on the question at issue 

The writer observes, that the relinquishment of shares, by net 
paying the cost, is a convenient mode of getting rid of a share; 














and he readily assumes, that if a large number of shares be thus 
relinquished, that the Directors must suffer a personal loss, or call 
on the Shareholders for money, before it is needed, to meet the 
current costs. In either case, were the position of the writer cof 
rect, it would be, undoubtedly, a hardship. But the question with 
a Board of Direction, in all cases, would be—Can the work est 
mated be done with the funds placed at our command; and ca?

THE FUNDS. 

Ciry, Fraipay Eventne, 

There has been much business done during the week in both English 
and Foreign Securities. Consols having rallied from their depreciated 
price of 87}, at which price they were done on Monday, to 89}, the price 
of to-day, although leaving off rather flatter. In Spanish and Portuguese 
Bonds the fluctuations have been very considerable, the former having been 
done as low as 20}, and as high as 27}, while Portuguese have been done 
at 48} and 534, leaving off, however, not quite so well. 

In the Foreign Exchanges this afternoon a slight tendency to advance 
has been evinced. Some business has been done to-day in the British 
Securities, and Consols bave shown much firmness. The price for time 
advanced to 89§ buyers, but closed about } per cent. lower; and for 
money a rise from 88§ to 89} occurred, the last quotation being 89. 
Exchequer Bills, bearing interest at the rate of 2 per centum per diem, are 
at 7 premium, but the old Bills are at 2to 3 premium. India Bonds have 
risen to 6 8 premium ; and Bank Stock for the account has been sold to- 
day at 208}. 

Although the fluctuations in the Foreign Funds have been so very ex- 
tensive within the last fortnight, we have not heard of any defaulters being 
declared at the settlement of the half-monthly account.

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CARN BREA.—MINING OPERATIONS, 
Continued from No. 57.) 

Whatever might have been the success of our Cornish ancestors 
previous to the return of the Phoenicians, it cannot be doubted but that 
soon after, under their auspices, the art of raising and smelting tin was 
industriously and successfully prosecuted. If it is asked what authority 
we have for asserting that the Pheenicians had an early acquaintance with 
Cornwall, and that they traded with the inhabitants of Carn Brea and its 
localities for tin? we answer, that the whole tenor of approved history 
admits that the Scilly Islands were visited by that celebrated people 
previous to their discovery of Cornwall; and, by those best acquainted 
with historical facts, they are supposed to have been directed towards the 
Cornish shores by a tract of country now submersed in the ocean, and 
denominated the Lionesse, This territory, in after times, is supposed to 
have produced an immense quantity of tin, and its natives, when first 
visited by the Phoenicians, had an ample share of those ornaments which 
we have noticed in the preceding papers, of which that mercantile people 
readily availed. The Lionesse then stretched its dimensions to within a 
short distance of the Scilly Islands, and being almost contiguous, if not a 
very integral pert of Cornwall, we may readily and safely conclude that it 
would lead these adventurous foreigners to coast it onward along the 
Cornish shores in order to make further discoveries, and to procure a 
more plentiful supply of that valuable article with which they confidently 
hoped to compensate their toil and peril; and most assuredly the finger 
of Hope must have pointed them towards so conspicuous an object as 
Carn Brea. Besides, the shodes and stream-works, the killiards and 
coffans, which, notwithstanding the great and important changes effected 
in the face of the surrounding country, not only by the lapse of centuries, 
but by modern cultivation on one hand, and mining operations on the 
other, still exist in its vicinity, bear indubitable testimony to the fact, that 
the mining history of this celebrated Tor stands indissolubly connected 
with the discovery of the Scilly Islands, and of Cornwall by the Phe- 
nicians. To this we may add, that the village of Blowing-House, so 
denominated from a house of that description, which, in ancient times, 
stood therein, for refining tin, stands directly at its base, and almost con- 
tiguous to the village of Carn Brea. As already observed, the operations 
carried on under the auspices of the Phoenicians, for the discovery of tin 
were confined to what is now generally denominated streaming. This 
for a long while was no doubt a very profitable employment, and it is a 
universally acknowledged fact, that the Phoenicians, by an artful and 
systematic deception, contrived to conceal from their would-be rivals the 
position of the British Isles, and thereby contrived to monopolize the 
whole tin trade for about three hundred years, after which they were 
joined by the Greeks, under whose auspices the ancient Cornish con- 
siderably extended their operations in their researches after that valuable 
mineral, the discovery of which had, even then, tended to raise them from 
the degradation of savage barbarism, into the primary stage of civilised life.
